UNDER SECRETARY JOSE GALLASTEGUI WILL NOT ATTEND; AT 
LEAST DURING COURSE OF AMBASSADOR' S JULY 4 RECEPTION 
HE DISCLAIMED KNOWLEDGE OF ANY PLANS CALLING FOR HIS 
PARTICIPATION. 

4. REGARDING TOPICS FOR AGENDA, BARONA LOBATO TOLD 
EMBOFF THAT SINCE " INFORMAL" NATURE OF DISCUSSIONS 

HAD BEEN STRESSED IN CONVERSATIONS WITH EMBASSY, MEXICANS 
ASSUMED THERE WOULD BE NO FIXED AGENDA. EMBOFF 
REITERATED THAT JULY 16 MEETINGS WOULD NOT BE 
NEGOTIATING SESSIONS BUT TOOK LINE THAT THIS DID NOT 
PRECLUDE ORGANIZED DISCUSSIONS. BARONA THEN SUGGESTED 
THAT TALKS SHOULD ENCOMPASS EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION ON 
WHAT IS BEING DONE ON EITHER SIDE, SPECIFICALLY INCLUDING 
A REPORT ON WHAT ACTION HAD BEEN TAKEN AFTER SUBMISSION 
OF THE CRAMPTON REPORT. AFTER COMMENTS ON INFORMATION 
EXCHANGED, MEXICANS HOPE FOR DISCUSSION CONCERNING 
AREAS OF POSSIBLE COOPERATION. FINALLY, THEY WOULD 
SEEK A CONSENSUS RELATIVE TO THE NECESSITY AND ADVISABILITY 
OF SETTING THE STAGE FOR FORMAL MEETINGS, AIR OF WHICH 
WOULD BE TO WORK OUR "LEGAL NORMS" FOR HANDLING THIS 
PROBLEM. 

5. BOTH IN BARONA' S CONVERSATION AND I FON SECRETARIAT’ S 
NOTE, MEXICANS REQUESTED THAT MORNING AND AFTERNOON 
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SESSIONS BE HELD DURING AT LEAST TWO DAYS. MEXICANS 
ALSO REQUESTED NAMES OF US DELEGATION. PLEASE ADVISE.
